STREET PAVING CHAT. 


The Council to Act To-Night—What Dray- 


men Thiuk. 


In conversation with a usually level- 


headed citizen the other day, the reporter 
heard him burlesque the present discus- 
sion about street paving, and declared 
that the newspapers and aldermen were 
like the Arkansaw chap, who couldn't re- 
pair the roof of his house becnu-e it was 
raining, and wouluVc do it in the dry 
times because he didn't need any roof 
over his head. But said citizen is just B 
little bit skeptical as to the earnestness 
of the present council Of course no 
paving can be done in mid-winter, but 
DOW i« the beet of all times to call gen- 
eral attention to the wretchedly bad con- 
dition of the streets, the need of one or 
more solid routes to the depot, and it 
Be,. EBB perfectly in tune at thin favorable 
time for the council to get reedy and ar- 
range the preliminaries for the paving 
that will and ought to be done during 
the coming spring and summer. The 
council has selected two good routes, and 
to-night the aldermen will be called upon 
to consider an ordinance ordering the im- 
provements made on the routes from the 
old square on North MB in to the W abash, 
tftenoe East on Oerro Gordo to the depot; 
from old equare east on Main street to 
Water, south to Wood, north from Alain 
to North Park, enet to Franklin, and on 
Franklin from East Main to William, 
east to Illinois Central road, north on 
Morgan to Wabaeh road. The adoption 
of the ordinance is hoped for and expect- 
ed by the people generally, but there are 
those along the routes selected who vig- 
orouely object, mainly because they will 
have to put up their share of cash to liq- 
uidate the expense. 


EUJJSWSY AND POPI'. 


Both are among the leading draymen 


in the city. Mr. Huneley says by all 
means pave Cerro Gordo street, for the 
establishments along that route have 
more heavy hauling in winter and all 
seasons fbim all the other parts of the 
city. He does not think it wise to pave 
the graveled street, because if the teams 
are taken off it, in time it will be in good 
shape for reasonably heavy use. In sum- 
mer it is one of the best streets in the 
city. Mr. Hunsley is especially anxious 
to have the Cerro Gordo route paved, 
and thinks that any other second route 
off the graveled streets will be accepted. 


Walter Pope suggests that it is a bur- 


lesque for Deoatur to have such an excel- 
lent fire department-as we now boast of, 
with no way of getting to any of the fac- 
tories without struggling through muddy 
streets and over frozen clods. He thinks 
there ought to be at least two routes to 
the depot, BO that hauling can be done 
with reasonable speed. He will be satis- 
fied with any route that is off the-line of 
the street railways, as the passing of cars 
and the tracks are a hindrance to the 
prompt movements of the drays. His 
favorite route is from the old equare east 
to Franklin, north to Eldorado, thence 
east to the Illinois Central railroad.

nois State Labor Assembly' convened to- 
day in the hall of Decatur Assembly No.

REARING LIVE STOCK. 


SnccMB Dependent Up an the Bight IM& 


and Keed. 


It has probatly •centred to the 


minds of but few how much we are in- 
debted for any success attained upon 
the farm, in the direction of our live 
stock, to the happy manner in which 
the several breeds of domestic animala 
can be "sandwiched together." Thia 
is. perhaps, the must appropriate term 
we can use to designate the better 
adaptability of the average farm to 
carry more stock, if judgment be used 
in choosing several breeds, than where 
the farm is given up to one sort only. 
A flat surface, the land over the entire 
farm being somewhat low and moist, 
may safely be set apart for meadow 
and the grazing of cattle alone. Horses 
are bred for such various descriptions 
of bodily service as renders it abso- 
lutely necessary that they possess a 
high degree of bone solidity and an 
equally nieh degree of power of resist- 
ance and rebound in the muscular sys- 
tem. 
Add to these essentials the pos- 


session of firm and enduring hoof 
structure, and we have a series of re- 
quirements that can not be secured in 
the horse if reared upon wet, flat land. 
Hence, a tract of land having all. vari- 
eties of undulations on its surface— 
high in one part, valley or low, flat 
land in another, rolling land interven- 
ing, with suitable water distribution— 
may be accepted as adapted to all the 
varieties of tarm stock, and a judicious 
subdivision of such land will give a 
proper surface to each sort. If the 
major port'on of a given farm be flat, 
moist pasture land, no discreet farmer 
or breeder would think of stocking 
up mainly with horses or sheep. 
On 


the other hand, if tbe grazing surface 
be largely hilly or broken, it would be 
the height of indiscretion to select cat- 
tle, especially heavy cattle, for such 
land. 


Yet, for rearing properly a variety 


of improved farm animals for future 
use K,S brooders, too high an estimate 
can not be made of chose conditions of 
soil, lay of the land and character 
of 
feed as will guarantee to each 


breed growthmess, vigor of physique 
throughout, 
and especially solidity 


in parts that arc liable to fail early or 
take on a diseased action when exposed 
to certain influences 
Notably among 


these, influence of high, dry land upon 
durability in the hoofs of horses and 
soundness in the feet of sheep. 


A horse reared upon wet land will 


fail at service, it is safe to say, inside 
of a year; and a flock of sheep reared 
upon similar land no experienced sheep 
man would buy, while under such in- 
fluences cattle can be grown, if not in 
perfection, so nearly so that human 
penetration would hardly be able to 
draw a line showing where partial fail- 
tire had ctept in. 
The hoot's of catlle 


are especially adapted to wet, spongy 
land, spreading out and settling down 
upon tho heel in fuieh manner as to 
bear the greatest possible weight on 
solt footing.

is, to change the location of fences, 
that the foulness, so liable to creep 
into the so'l alon" the lines of these 
may b'e eradicated; 
more especially 


to place tbe outlet to,.- stable or stables 
sn the several varieties of animals may 
be d stributed to the pastures on the 
high or the low lands, a,j may be best 
in each case. However such a man 
might desire to do so, he can not use 
a piece of country as a railroad com- 
pany uses it, grading down in one 
place and filling up in another, mak- 
ing the surface subservient to his uses

Jones took three drinks of whisky at the 
saloon, and also a drink of ginger ale and 
soda, Johnson refusing to give him 
more whiskey as be acted strangely, 
claiming to be afflicted with chills. 
Jones went alone through the back 
room into the back yard, when he was 
removed by Walser and O'Connor to the 
vacant store room. He was visite<3 at in- 
tervals, Johnson seeing him at 1:30 p. m., 
when he was frothing at the mouth and 
nose Johnson wiped away the froth 
with a cloth and left him. He WHS after- 
ward found dead as above stated. 


The examination of the deceased re- 


vealed the fact that his clothing is alive 
with vermin. There is a slight contaBion 
visible on his left temple, but it looks 
like an old bruise. The cause oC his 
death is unknown. He may have died m 
a fit or of heart disease.

THE LAMP. 


Origin and Change* of tbe Popular •••••• 


Hold Ornament. 


Lamps, derived from the Latin lamp- 


as, has been defined, until within a few 
years, as a receptacle for oil with * 
wick for illumination; but the inven- 
tions of the past generation have made 
it impossible to distinguish between tha 
lamp proper and any other artificial 
means of giving light As used by the 
Egyptians, Greeks and Hebrews, lamp* 
were simple flat vessel*, round or ob- 
long in shape, at one end of which was 
» small handle, at the other a nozzle, 
•ad with a larger opening in the center, 
into which the oil waa poured. The oil 
commonly need was vegetable, but, ac- 
cording to Fliny, sometimes of liquid 
bitumen. These lamps, many of very 
elegant form and ornamented with fan- 
ciful designs, were hang by chains to 
bronze candelabra. 
Tarentum and 


iEgina were especially famed for mak- 
ing them of great excellence. 


Among tbe Canadian French tho 


same low, oval metallic vessels, fur- 
nished as in early days with a handle 
at one end and a nozzle at the other, 
m-ay still be seen. Some are made to 
be carried in the hand, while others are 
suspended by chains ia the middle of 
the room. 
The Hebrews kept their 


lamps burning all night, and this cus- 
tom is still in vogue in Aleppo and 
Egypt. From the earliest times until 
within about a century the lamp re- 
mained much the same, consisting sim- 
ply of oil and a wick in some kind of 
a vessel. 
A complete revolution in 


artificial light was caused by the inven- 
tion by M. Ami Argand, in 1784, of a 
burner with a circular wick. Tho flame 
was thus supplied with an outer and 
inner current of air, 
Argand was also 


the inventor of the glass chimney, as 
applied to his and other lamps. 
The 


so-called astral lamps were provided 
with these circular wicks, the reservoir 
for tbe oil being arranged in the form of 
a hollow ring, enveloping the central 
stand that supported the burner. In 
consequence of the peculiar shape given 
to the ring the lump casts no shadow 
at a little distnnce off. 
An ingenious 


piece of clock-work machinery was do- 
vised bv Carccl, in 1800 for pumping 
tho oil from tlie reservoir at the foot 
of tho lump up to ihc burner, and thus 
supplying it always from tbe same 
point. Th's lamp, -slightly improved 
by others, was, ia many respects, the 
most perfect of these contrivances, but 
its great cost proveritcil its general 
adoption. 
It was. furthermore, 
so 


large and heavy, that it could be mov«d 
only with difficulty, and the very com- 
plicated naluri* of its mechanism re- 
quired access to skilled workmen to 
keep it in repair. 
A modification of 


the Carccl lamp, known as the LMacoa, 
was lonfr popular in this country. 


In 1787 Peter Keir rmido tho great 


invention—since 
fully developed by 


Aronsou—ol raising tlui supply of oil 
by means of another lluid with, specific 
gravity greater than oil. 
This fluid 


was generally a mixture of salt and 
water. 


The "automaton" invented by Porter 


in 1804 was very ingenious. The lamp 
was .suspended" on an axis, counter- 
balanced by a weight, so that it hung 
level when full, but at an angle of 
forty-five degrees when empty, thua 
being fed evenly by the gradual ascent 
of the burners. 


In 1822 Samuel Parker, Jr., made an 


important improvement, the fixing of 
French chimneys upon burners by 
means of metal support. 


The difficulty of distinguishing be- 


tween tho countless inventions relative 
to lamps and those referring to general 
illumination does not appear great 
prior to 1865, when the production of 
petroleum greatly stimulated the study 
of practical methods of generating 


It is remarkable that the invention of 


Hero of Alexandria, in which the oil 
was raised by water, involves the pres- 
sure principle, since 
developed 
in 


nearly a hundred forms. It is adapted 
to any kind of inflammable fluid, and 
while burning may be rolled on the 
ground, 
upset, or reversed for any 


time without danger. It is interesting 
to note that the most important recent 
inventions in lamps are chiefly Amer- 
ican. * A full description of them all 
would occupy volumes; but it is safe to 
say that no other household article haa 
undergone so many and such marked 
changes in the past century as tho 
lamp.—Boston Qlolie.

ABOUT TRIMMINGS. 


Antique I.HCOB and tttt, Nearly Perfect Imi 


tillioiiH yovr tt> lie H»rt. 


A now idea is the inlroduolion of 


natural features into the trimmings as 
in the fringe made of fir conos sus- 
jiended in chenille loops, the chenille 
being in the colors of the dry cone, 
Small pine burrs are also vised inter- 
mixed with a flal, pointed fringe, resem. 
bling the leaves of the pine tree. A 
curious specimen of this trimming has 
the fringe in green and the burrs in 
brown,'and is used to Irim a dress of 
odd material woven so that il looks 
like a mass of pmo leaves, crossing each 
other and intermixi-d as if carelessly 
thrown down, or ju&t as they lie be- 
neath the pine tree. 


Some of the now feather trimminpra 


are muds in imitation of fur; indeed, 
unless one is told they are of feathers, 
it would be dillicult to notice the diB'er- 
ence at a little distance from the gar- 
ment they ailorn. A doc dod novelty 
is a feather band of about four inches 
in width, showing soft, flat feathers in 
all the shades of evening s,lks—pale 
blue, cream, lavender, rose pink, Nile 
green, dove color and white—creating 
most exquisite result on a wrap of 
cream, brocaded in dainty (lowers, in 
all the colors shown in the feather 
fringe. 
The feather vtseil in place of and 


greatly resembling fur is the shorn 
leather marabout, out smooth, short 
and thick. 
The leading kinds of 


feather borderings are long cock's 
feathers of irregular lengths, formed 
into bands and allowed to interlap, 
other shorter ones put on in a semi- 
circular form and presenting a soft, 
mossy face and the ordinary cock's 
bands come in plain and mixed color- 
ings. 
Antique Venetian laces are very hand- 


some and in some of the imitations or 
reproductions the copies arc most faith- 
fully execxtted. indeed an expert in 
laces can hardly tell one from the 
other, so perfect are the new laces in 
coloring and design. 


Meducval tr.minings are much sought 


for. 
Astvle between a lace and a gimp 


shows a" design outlined with gold 
thread and filled in with colored rosary 
beads. Gold laces, too, show a chenille 
cord and the rosary beads intermixed. 
In handsome tabliers and panels the 
groundwork is often plush, wrought in 
irold with wooden beads and large 
raised fruits in beads and chenille. 
Others in black lace and jet are cov- 
ered with pendant tassels and fruit and 
flowers en relief. 
Tambour tabliers, like the tambour 


silks, are new; they are wrought in 
chain stitch m silk and beads and come 
in all colors and 'mixtures of tone. 
Dull jet and lead are often combined; 
also black with gold, while canvas is 
made elegant 
by being embroidered 


with oxidised silk and iridescent beads. 
For evening dresses fronts are most 
charmingly embroidered in pearls and 
in crystal beads on cream foundation* 
or upon tinted fabrics.

Just thirty years ago to-day (Jannnry 


7,1856) the first city election was held in 
Deoatnr, when John P. Post was chosen 
Mayor; 0. 0. Post, clerk and attorney. 
Aldermen—first ward, Prank Priest; 2d, 
E O. Smith; 3rd, J. B. Gorin and 8. P. 
Ohr; 4tb, J, J Ballentine and H. Taylor. 
The same year Oapt. John W. Hartley 
was chosen the first city marshal, and 
from him we have received the offioial 
report of City Olerk Goode, who was in 
offioe in January, 1859, when A. T. Hill 
was mayor. The paper on which the re- 
port waa printed by Editor Shoaff is dis- 
colored with age. It is dated January 20, 
'59, and shows receipts and expenditure* 
from March 6th, 1858. The tre»snrer 
had received $5,260.04, and had paid out 
86,217.94; due the city for taxes and im- 
provements', 85,771.31. 
In 1856 John 


Bioketts and E. Q. Falconer were police 
justices. The statement of the treasurer 
shows that Michael Bison was paid 83 
for repairing carte; M. Forstmyer, $8.60 
foroleaniog a well; Michael Holland, 860 
fur injury to his shoulder; 8. 8. Mettlen, 
S1140 for removing naisanoes;_8. Rea 
BIO tor same service; S. J. Mettlan,812.30 
tor killing dogs, and Orlando Powers was 
pnid 82.70 for nails.
